To date, 223 editors have replied to the com- 
mittee’g questionnaire. Of these, 191 said “no” 
to the question: “Do you favor government own- 
ership or opefation (or both) of any industry or 
business now carried en by a private enterprise? ” 
Two editors only replied in the negative, One was 
vndecided and 14 di@.not answer the question 
specifically. To other questions relating to the 
government in competition with private enterprise 
er assuming control of industrial opportunities 
arising from the execution of public benefit proj- 
ects—as water power made available by flood 
control undertakings—the majority against govern- 
ment ownership and operation was similarly pre- 
ponderant.

The choice of a shade in powder is 
at least three-quarters of the trick of 
looking “ unusually today.”’ There 
are not many women who buy that 
formerly much used shade that gave 
whitewashed, sometimes cake-ily 
whitewashed appearance to the face. 
I do not think any woman should use 
a dead white powder. There is no 


skin pure white, as you may prove 


for yourself by holding up a piece of 
white paper to the whitest skin you 
know. A too light powder throws the 
rouge up in such sharp relief that the 
one rule by which a perfect makeup is 
known is destroyed. That rule, you 
know, of course, is hever to be ob- 


viously made up. 


Another. thing against the white 
powder is that it makes lines or wrin- 
kles stand out like mountain ridges. 
simply beca the powder is so out 
of harmony with the pigment. 

It Tones Down Defects. 

The purpose of powder, then, is to 
tone down any defects, to protect the 
skin, which powder assuredly does, 
and to transmit a soft healthy glow to 
the complexion. Most. women erro- 
neously believe that rouge alone can do

The singeing must always come first, 
and if the goose has been drawn the 
poap is then objectionable. But after 
the surface has been seraped with the 
knife, and perhaps washed again, draw 
the goose and stuff immediately. If 
it is necessary to wash the inside, dd 
it quickly and always wipe it dry be- 
fore putting in the stuffing. This is 
mecessary if the dressing is to be as 
palatable as it may be. : 
When for economy's sake we take 
off the skin of the goose with its lay- 
er of fat; a piece of salt pork may 
be fastened over the breast. First 
remove the wings [for stew] and cut 
off the neck [for stew also] close to 
the body. Cut along the breast bone 
down to the lean meat, then care- 
fully draw off the skin and the fat 
attached to it. Before this is done 
the skin must always be singed 
scraped and washed. 
Most of the recipes for cooking 
goose in our cook books are as like 
as two peas, and do not give us the 


slightest inspiration or stimulus for 


this work. However, Mrs. Emma 
Parker Telford, in experimenting 
with paper bag cookery some fifteen 
years ago and more, did get consider- 
able individuality into her recipe for 
roasting goose. However, she says, 
unwarrantably, that the fat is of no 
value for cooking and if left on the 
goose gives a coarse and rank flavor, 
which shows, of course, that she did 
not know how the Germans and Jew- 
ish people and Austrians, and even 
some of our people in the United 
States, wse goose fat effectively in 
cooking. 

The first part of her recipe is as 
follows: “For roasting, a goose 
should preferably be scarcely past 
the gosling period, not more than a 
year old at the most. Its wings 
should be supple and tender at the 
pinions, ite breast bone soft and pli- 
able, its feet smooth and yellow, and

Trussing a Goose. 

The following recipe for trussing a

goose is taken from an English cook 


‘book, or it might be said from many 


English cook books, for decade after 
decade this, without a change of word, 
has been printed or reprinted in dit- 
ferent books. 

It reads: “When the weather is 
cool, a goose improves considerably 


by hanging a few days. It must be 


plucked with great care, singed and 
drawn. The giblets make an excellent 
pie. The skin of the neck must be 
left long enough to turn over the back, 
and a hole must be made in the skin 
sufficiently large to put the rump 
through, thus securing the stuffing. 
The feet should be cut off. also the 
first joint of the pinions, and the bird 
trussed by pressing the legs high up, 
and putting the wings straight by the 


side and passing the skewer first 


through the wing, then through the 
leg and body of the goose. Another 
skewer is generally needed through the 
lower part of the leg. The stuffing is 
made with sage, onions, and bread 
crumbs, seasoned with pepper and salt. 
A goose requires about two hours to 
roast. It should be well basted and 
put down to. a very brisk fire. It is 
generally needful to put a sheet of writ- 
ing paper over the breast to keep it 
from burning.” 
Seasoning the Goose. 

The stuffing of a goose or any fowl 
constitutes a considerable portion of 
the seasoning. A bread stuffing is 
probably less desirable with goose than 
with any other kind of poultry. If 
no stuffing is used, several onions, 
some celery cut fine, and an a 
may be put inside the goose to se 
it, first rubbing it with some b 
mixed with salt and pepper.

In 
cooking the whole “goose they have 
great varieti of stuffings, some of 
which contain many fruits, but the 
Austrian housewife is said to be able 
to do more wonderful things with a 
goose than a German one does.

_¢euts up the bird, spices its liver in a 


little casserole, boils its back and 
Serves it with rice, spices its breast 
and bakes it, and makes a brown stew 
of its giblets and feet. 

It has recently been claimed that 
the most interesting dinner to be se- 
cured in Paris is a goose dinner, 


though the method of securing the 


excellence of the goose seems a little 
more than harsh, but perhaps it is 
not. The goose is choked to retain 
all the blood, after which it is pre- 
pared and cooked on a spit under the 
very eye of the person who is to eat 
it.

The choice of a shade in powder is 
at least three-quarters of the trick of 
looking “ unusually well today.” There 
are not many women who buy that 
formerly much used shade that gave 
whitewashed, sometimes cake-ily 
whitewashed appearance to the face. 
I do not think any woman should use 
a dead white powder. There is no 
skin pure white, as you may prove 
for yourself by holding up a piece of 
white paper to the whitest skin you 
know.

It Tones Down Defects. 


The purpose of powder, then, is to 
tone down any defects, to protect the 
skin, which powder assuredly does, 


and to transmit a soft healthy glow to 


the complexion. Most women errod- 
neously believe that rouge alone can do 


this transmitting of a glow to the skin. 


It can only do it on the limited areas 
over which rouge is described. The 
rest of the face cannot look like a 


the powder tones must be gone into

The way to test powder for your in- 
dividual use is to take to a bright 
window your mirror and powder box. 
Compare the color of the powder with 
the color of your skin. Throw that 
box away if it is at cross purposes 
with your own complexion. It is per- 
missible to use powder a little lighter 


in shade than your own coloring; that 


is, a little lighter pink than the pink 
in your skin; a little lighter ocre than 
the yellow in your own complexion. 
A darker powder than your own col- 
oring may give a dusty, unclean look. 

It would not be possible for manu- 
facturers to turn out a shade'for every 
complexion tone in the. world. But 
they have skillfully accomplished 
enough fundamental shades from the 
creamy white to the mauresque for 
the dark skinned brunette to provide 
fairly well for everybody. Further- 
more, they extend the privilege of 
mixing shades so that many more 
women are provided for. _

A Few Guiding Rules. 
There are a few rules to guide one, 
such as the golden haired girl must 
not kill her white skin with a dark 
powder.
